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There is much to celebrate in our dazzling new music season. We offer over 1000 
concerts a year—most of which are free.And what we present are extraordinary artists 
who are both internationally admired performers and young emerging musicians of the 
future. 


Chamber music has always been one of the jewels in NEC’s crown. Our wonderful 
faculty have long enjoyed performing together, sharing and confronting, as one senior 
artist so eloquently put it,“‘some of the supreme monuments of human expression. 
When you play chamber music with someone, you have a different relationship with 

him. It also changes your relationship to your own life and your own self. It develops 
your sense of oneness with the world.’ The faculty have transmitted this love of chamber 
music to our students and that translates into wonderful performances, coached by 
mature musicians who have lived this repertory all their lives. 


Among the highlights this year: Laurence Lesser has been curating First Monday at Jordan 
Hall for more than 25 years, assembling concerts that range from the Baroque to the 
present day. This year, First Monday will pay tribute to Benjamin Britten’s |00th birthday 
with performances of the Second String Quartet, the Nocturnal after John Dowland for guitar, 
and the seldom performed Prelude and Fugue for | 8 String Instruments. Music for Food, 

Kim Kashkashian’s chamber series to benefit Food for Free will whisk listeners south 

of the border for classic and new tangos, and back to eastern Europe for landmarks 

of the literature. The Weilerstein Trio returns as does the dazzling Trio Cleonice, just 
finishing up its work in the Professional Piano Trio Training Program. Our Borromeo 
Quartet presents a Bartok Quartet marathon preceded by a fascinating discussion of 
Bartok’s manuscripts. And our student ensembles perform Beethoven Quartets in early 
December (the better to celebrate the composer’s birthday), and our Honors ensembles 
perform at the end of second semester.
